AN ACT to amend 77.82 (1) (bp) 2. c.; and fo create 77.82 (1) (bp) 3. of the statutes; relating to: fences on closed

managed forest land.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 77.82 (1) (bp) 2. c. of the statutes is
amended to read:

SEcTION 2. 77.82 (1) (bp) 3. of the statutes is created
to read:

77.82 (1) (bp) 3. For purposes of par. (b) 3., a fence
that prevents the free and open movement of wild ani-
mals across any portion of a parcel is an improvement
unless all of the following apply:

a. The fence is used for dog training purposes.

b. The fence is on land owned by a nonprofit organi-
zation that is described in section 501 (c) of the Internal
Revenue Code and that holds a dog club training license
under s. 169.20 (3).

c. The fence existed on January 1, 2017, on land des-
ignated as closed managed forest land.
